The old fear of a Herriot Cabinet, sup- 
ported by the Socialists, is revived. The 
vote showed that M. Herriot’s interven- 
tion was the main cause of the Govern- 
ment’s defeat, since it influenced enough 
Socialist Radicals to turn into a minority, 
the precarious majortiy of 22, which the 
Government had obtained on the previous 
Saturday. 

Yesterday 48 Socialist Radicals voted 
against the Government, as compared with 
22. It is, however, remarkable that in 
spite of the startling move of their Presi- 
dent, 75 Socialist Radicals remained faith- 
ful to the Government. The Marin group 
was divided in practically the same pro- 
portions as before, 60 members voting 
against, and 33 for the (government. 

The victorious majority therefore, 
once more a patchwork of factions of vary- 
ing interests and policies.

All the Belgian public men at this 
moment, whether nominally Socialist, 
Catholic, or Liberal, speak with one voice. 
Never since the war has there been in 
any country such union of all the chief 
parties as now in Belgium, where only 
one political question exists—namely, how 
to secure the country’s financial stability 
and the rehabilitation of the franc. 

What is, in effect, a constitutional 
dictatorship of the Crown has been created 
by the practically unanimous vote of all 
parties in both Houses. A financial council 
has been created, under the presidency 
of M. Theunis, which is co-opting the 
leading financial authorities, bankers, and 
industrialists, with a view to concentrating 
all the best brain-power in the country 
on the one supreme problem. 

We shall hear to-morrow or on Tuesday 
of a further new scheme of money-raising ; 
and projects of economies in the public 
services are broached, compared with 
which similar proposals from economy 
commissions in Great Britain seem almost 
worthy of derision. 

How long this fervour can last it 1s 
impossible to say, but indubitably the 
Ministry has ample powers, and every- 
thing said to me to-day indicates its 
determination to use them ruthlessly.

AMERICAN’S HELP FOR 

THE DEVASTATED REGIONS 
PARIS, Sunday. 

A rich citizen of Sharron, Pa., Mr. Frank 
H. Buhl, left by his will a sum of two 
million dollars, to be used in aiding the 
inhabitants of the North of France and 
of Belgium. 

The executors decided that half the sum 
should be allocated to France at the 
present rate of exchange. This means 
something like 40,000,000 francs, and a 
committee has been formed to decide in 
what manner the money shall be dis- 
tributed. It is presided over by Mr. 
Myron Herrick, the United States Ambas- 
sador in Paris, while Mr. Walter Berry, 
the former President of the American 
Chamber of Commerce in Paris, will act 
as treasurer. The remaining members of 
the committee are French, the secretary 
being the sub-director of the liberated 
regions. 

Mr. Herrick, in accepting the legacy on 
behalf of the devastated regions, declared 
that it would be of the greatest utility, 
but the spirit would be even more appre- 
ciated in France than would the generous 
gift itself.—(Reuter. )

NO PROTECTION. IN 
FREE STATE. 


GOYERNMENT'S BILL 


WHY ITS PASSAGE HAS 
BEEN “DELAYED.:

EA position stated by Mr. Justice 
_ Meredith with regard to pater rights 
in the Free State has been recognised 
administratively for some time past. At 
the moment no machinery for the protec- 
tion of patents is in effective operation in 
the Free State. 

The judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith 
related to the specific claim of a British 
company with regard to an electric 


the United Kingdom before the Treaty, 
and thus was protected before the Treaty 
in the area of what is now the Irish Free 
State. It appeared from the statements 
in Court—on an interlocutory motion for 
an injunction to restrain a Dublin firm 
from selling articles alleged to infringe the 
British firm’s patent—that goods embody- 
ing the patented device are imported from 
France and sold: in. the Free State. The 
judge decided that. the letters patent 
originally granted to the British firm for 
the United Kingdom do not extend to the 
Irish Free State now. 

It is an extraordinary position to exist 
nearly five years after the Treaty creation 
of the Free State ; but it is a position that 
has been recognised, is receiving attention, 
and has lacked remedy hitherto because 
of the complexity of the matters involved. 


COMPLICATED MEASURE. 

An Industrial and Commercial Property 
(Protection) Bill was introduced as long ago 
as the órd April, 1925. Its purpose was de- 
clared to be ‘‘to make provision for the 
granting of patents for inventions, the regis- 
tration cf designs and trade marks, and the 
definition and protection of copyright in Saor- 
stat Eireann.” 

The bill deals with the whole question of 
patents and copyright, and details the 
machinery for registration. It was given 
second reading in May, 1 and in the 
following month was referred to a Joint Com- 
mittee of members of the Senate and the 
Dail. The Joint Committee reported less 
than ‘a month ago, and, as.its recommenda- 
tions entail very extensive amendment of the 
bill, it was decided to make a new print of 
the bill embodying all the changes recom- 
mended, and to defer consideration of the 
measure until the winter meetings of the 
Oireachtas. The new bill has been intro- 
duced, but its terms have not been pubhshed. 

The Joint Committee’s report is signed by 
Senator S. L. Brown, K.C., who was Chair- 
man. .The Government, the Oireachtas, and 
the public are to be congratuleted on having 
the service in that capacity of one of the 
ereate-t authorities on patent law. In the 
introduction to the report, it is explained that 
the bill ‘‘ repeals and substantially re-enacts, 
with the necessary modifications consequent 
on the establishment of Saorstat Eireann as a 
separate State, the existing statute law re- 
lating to the grant of patents, the registration 
of designs and trade marks, and the protec- 
tion of copyright. ' 


COMMITTEE’S WORK. 

With regard. to the labours of the Com- 
mittee, the report states :—‘“ Since its intro- 
duction the bill has been the subject of much 
expert criticism. As a result of this criticism 
and for other reasons, especially '—and this 
is the point to be noted—‘‘ because of the 
fact that there have been no administrative 
provisions since the establishment of Saorstat 
Eireann for the grant of patents or registra- 
tion of designs and trade marks, the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce has sub- 
mitted for the.consideration of the Joint Com- 
mittee a considerable number of amend- 
ments.” 

Obviously the higgest fact in connection 
with the matter of patents is the great’ body 
of patents registered ir London—the majority 
registered hefore the Treaty 
formerly in the area of the Free State: but, 
in addition. a great number accumulated dhr- 
ing the five years since the Treaty. 

The importance of that facet is recognised 
in the provisions of the bill, which deals 
specially with both classes. " 

Three classes of applications will reqmre 
the attention of the Patents Registration 
Office. which will be opened as. from a day 
to be appointed under the bill when passed. 
The simpiest class embraces entirely new ap- 
plications made after the appointed day. They 
will be dealt with under the law embodied in 
the ball. 

Between the second and third classes, both 
of which refer to patents registeted in London 
prior to the appointed dav. the dividing ‘Ime 
is the date of the Treaty—6th December, 
1921. As already noted, patents granted in 
London before that date formerly extended to 
the area of the Free State. These we reckon 


as the second class. 


ORIGINAL PROPOSAL. 

The original text of the bill has the follow- 
ing provision with regard to them :— 

“Section 27—(1) Every patent granted by 
the Patent Office in London, whether before 
or after the commencement of this part of 
this Act. and bearing date as of any day prior 
to the 7th day of December, 1921, shall, until 
the commencement of this part of this Act, 
have the same force and effect in Saorstat 
Eireann as such patent has for the time being 
in Great Britain; but from and after the com- 
mencement of this part of this Act every such 
patent shall, so far as regards its operation in 
Saorstat Fireann, have the same force and 
effect as and be for all purposes deemed to be 
a patent granted under this Act as of the date 
actually borne by such patent, not withstand- 
ing that such date is prior to the passing Or 
to the commencement of this part of this 
Act.”” The remaining parts of the section 
refer to fees. 

From the first part of the section it 18 
evident that it was the intention to give pro- 
tection to such patents as that held by the 
British firm in the action decided by Mr. 
Justice Meredith, and, had the bill not been 
delayed..the firm apparently would have suc- 
ceeded in its claim, presuming, that is, that 
the goods complained of do actually infringe 
the patent that would have been AA] A 
judge, however, cannot, act on bills under con- 
sideration by the Legislature, and the British 
firm suffered because the section has not yet 
been enacted. If it had been passed, the plea 
on which the defendants succeeded before Mr. 
Justice Meredith would not have been valid. 

Alterations in the text of the section are 
recommended by the Joint Committee, but the 
principle is retaincd. 


OTHER APPLICATIONS. 

The remaining class of applications embraces 
those in respect of which the date of the 
patent—if a Patents Office had been in exist- 
ence—would have been between 7th December, 
1921. and the appointed day, including patents 
granted by the London Office im that 
period. he original text of the 
bill regarding these has been subjected 
to considerable alteration by Senator Brewn's 
Committee, but, briefly, the proposal is to 
extend protection in the Free State to patents 
granted by the London office as from the 
date of the London grant, unless an earlier 
‘‘informal application’’ in the Free State 
can be proved, and in the case of other “in 
formal applications,’’ to ante-date the patent, 
recognising the date of the ‘ informal appl’ 
cation ” as if it had been a formal application 
to a properly constituted Patents Office. 

It will be seen that the intention of the 
bill is to give patentees rights as if a 
Patents Office had been established from the 
date of the Treaty, and as far as possible 
to fill in the gap due to the fact that there 
is no Patents Office for the Free State 
between the date of the Treaty and the 
establishment of an office under the bill 
when passed 

All the recognitions of prior patents and 
‘‘informal applications’’ are subject, of 
course, to formal application or renewal of 
avplication to the Patents Office imme- 
diately—up to a year is givenin some in- 
stances—after the constitution of the office. 


THE COMMITTEE’S VIEW. 

The section of the Joint Committee's report 
with reference to prior applications is interest- 
ing in connection with the matter brought

THE MEMORANDUM. 

1. Immediate resumption of work on con- 
ditions obtaining on April 30, 1926, including 
hours and wages. The settleinent, when 
arrived at, shall be on the basis of a national 
agreement. 

2. A national settlement to be reached 
within a short defined period, not exceedin 
four months. In order to carry throu 
Ciause 1 financial assistance to be granted 
by the Government during thé defined period, 
under a scheme to be drawn up by the Com- 
missioners who prepared the Report. The 
Commissioners shall be reappointed for this, 
and for the other purposes mentioned in the 
following clauses :— 

The terms of the reorganisation scheme 
and the reference to wages in the Report to 
b> worked out in detail by the Commissioners 
and the results to be incorporated by them, 
as far as may be necessary, in a Parliamen- 
tary Bill. 

4. Those parts of the reorganisation scheme 
capable of early application to be put into 
operation at the earlicst moment practicable. 

5. The Government to give assurance that 
those parts of the Report which require legis- 
lative sanction shall be placed on the Statute 
Book. 

6. At the end of the defined period, if dis 
agreements should stili exist, a Joint Board, 
consisting of representatives of both parties, 
shall appoint an independent Chairman, 
whose award in settlement of these disagree- 
ments shall be accepted by both parties.

GOVERNMENT WILL NOT PAY 
A SUBSIDY. 


Mr. Baldwin sent the following reply :'— 

My pear Bisnop.—I have received your 
letter reporting the. result of the conferences 
between ‘representatives of the Christian 
Churches and the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain, and asking me 
to recéive a députation from the former at a 
very early date. This is, of course, a request 
that 1 cannot refuse, and I shall be glad to 
receive the deputation on Monday at 6 p.m. 
at ‘the House of Commons. 

But I think it important that from the 
outset I should leave no room for doubt about 
the attitude that the Government are bound 
to take up towards certain of the proposals. 
The terms and conditions on which work can 
be resumed in the coal-mining industry are 
not ‘within the power of the Government to 
determine. They can only be settled by 
agreement between owners and miners. 


IMPOSSIBLE. 

But I see that the proposals submitted by 
you contain, and indeed seem to rest on, a sug- 
gestion that the Government should give a 
further subsidy to the industry in order to 
enable work to be resumed and continued for 
a time at the old rates of pay and the old 
hours. This is a suggestion to which the 
Government could not possibly assent. 

Apart from any other consideration, the 
disastrous effect of this prolonged stoppage 
on the national finances has made any further 
subsidy in aid of wages quite ont of the 
question. 

I observe that you say that the representa- 
tives of the Churches '' believe that the solu- 
tion of the coal problem lies in the adoption 
of the Royal Commission report in its 
entiretyv.”’ 

[ confess that { find some difficu:ty in 
reconciling this statement with the feature of 
your proposals to which I have called atten- 
tion. One of the mést emphatic recommenda- 
tions of the Commission was that there should 
be no more. subsidy. 

“TH is indefensible.”’ they say, “that the 
people engaged in other industries should be 
taxed in order to provide profits for the em- 
ployers or to maintain the wages of the 
workers in the particular industry affected— 
their own profits and their own wages being 
often no better, and sometimes worse. The 
subsidy would stop at the end of the autho- 
rised term and should never be repeated.”’ 

With no less emphasis the Commissioners 
stated that: if the disaster: impending over the 
industry was to be averted, an immediate 
reduction of labour costs, either in wages or 
hours, was indispensable.—Yours sincerely,

GERMAN LESSONS 
ENGLAND. 

_ BALLENSTEDT, SAXONY, Sunday. 
The important British Sugar-Beet Commis- 
sion, which has been. investigating the con- 
ditions of the industry in Germany, was en- 
tertained to a farewell dinner here last, night. 
In his speech, Herr Otto Hoerning, the 
pioneer of the sugar-beet industry in Saxony, 
who has been conducting experiments in the 
improvement of the seed and sugar content 
for over fifty vears, said that German 
farmers had found beet-sugar a most profit- 
able crop, because. in addition to the actual 
monetary value of the beets, they obtained 
valuable by-products for cattle food, and be- 
cause of the after benefit from the rotation 
of crops. Farmers in other countries had 
passed through similar phases, and he was 
convinced that the industry was bound to 
flourish in England if they took full advan- 
take of the experience of Germany. 

Lord Alastair Graham, representing the 
British beet factories, said that many valu- 
able lessons for England were to be learned 
from the pioneers in Germany, whose 
methods were efficient and scientific. The 
best seed must be procured, and all aspects 
of cultivation and the utilisation of the by- 
products must be studied. f 
_ Mr. Baxter, President of the National 
Farmers’ Union. stated that the crop was 
magnificently cultivated in Central Germany, 
the land being very fertile, and the growers 
having available ample labour at half the 
cost of that in England. Ee felt that the 
high state of efficiency of farming in Ger 
many was due to the sugar-beet crop, and

18 R.A.F. APPRENTICES

During the past twenty-four hours Great 
Britain and Ireland have been visited by 
thunderstorms, which in some places were 
accompanied by hailshowers, and in others 
by torrential rains. Some towns suffered 
from flooding, and the deaths of cattle in 
the fields and the burning of houses by 
lightning are reported. : 

In one of the subarbs of London the 
switchboard at the electric light station 
was struck by lightning last night, and 
the whole district was thrown into dark- 
ness for some hours. 

The storm was not felt in Dublin until 
close on 11 o'clock last night. The. thunder 
was accompanied by heavy rain, which 
continued to fall long after the storm had 
passed. 

The weather forecast for Ireland to-day 
states that there will be north-easterly and 
north-westerly winds, and occasional rain 
and thunder, with a high temperature. 


STORM IN LONDON.

ELECTRIC STATION STRUCK. 


A thunderstorm, which apparently had 
travelled from the South Coast, broke over 
London shortly before half-past 9 o’clock last 
night. The lightning was exceptionally vivid, 
and at about, 10 o'clock the Foahes followed 
each other almost without a break. In the 
City only distant rumblings of thunder were 
heard, and while the lightning was at its 
worst, but little rain fell. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock a high wind 
seemed to blow the storm away in a northerly 
direction, and a little later rain fell rather 
heavily. 

In the southern suburbs the storm was 
much more severely felt, and while it was at 
its height the electric light in the Anerley, 
Lee Green, Lewisham and other South- 
Eastern districts failed at abont 9.45, adding 
to the alarm of residents in those localities.

LIGHTNING. 


thunderstorms; sometimes 4accome 
panied by hail, were experienced on Saturday 
night in a few places in England, and de- 
veioped in many western districts during yes- 
terdasy. Rainfall exceeded 40 millimetres at 
Weymouth and Torquay during Saturdey 
night and at Newquay on Sunday. The tem- 
perature rose above 30 degrees in London ; it 
was 86 at Andover and 85 at Brighton. 

The South Coast resorts of Dorset and 
Devonshire experienced one of the most 
severe thundersiorms within living memory 
vesterday. ‘Throughout Saturday evening the 
English Channel was brilliantly lit up by ' 
sheet lightning, and although the weather 
forecast tated “slight risk of a few scat- 
tered thunderstorms,’ there was no outward 
indication of the intense storm brewing. 

At 10.0’clock, despite a practically clear 
sky, Lyme Regis wireless amateurs found 
that the programmes from all the English and 
Centinental stations were completely obliter- 
ated by the violent lightning discharges. So 
intense was the storm which broke over the 
town at one o'clock yesterday morning that 
forked lightning and thunder were simul- 
taneous, and the terrified inhabitants sought 
safety in their night attire. 

Torrential rain and hail smashed windows 
and burst several sewers. Broad street, a 
main thoroughfare, was turned into a raging 
torrent, and business and private houses were 
fiooded. In ail parts of the town furniture 
was floating about. - 

A womar.. holding a baby was struck by 
lightning. She dropped the child, but re- 
covered afier a stimulant had been admin- 
istered. The storm continued with full force 
for six hours. Numerous cattle were killed. 
‘The damage is stated to be without prece- 
dent throughout a wide area, 

The thunderstorm resulted in houses being 
flooiied in all the villages surrounding Lyme 
Regis. Although several houses were struck ' 
by lightning at Lyme Regis and the ad join- 
iug village of Charmouth, the only property 
destroy was Berne Manor Farm, Whit- 
church, four miles from. Lyme Regis. The 
farrahouse was discovered ehght at about four 
o'clock, the thatched roof presumably having 
been fired by lightning, the storm then being 
at it sheight. Many telephone wires are 
down, and at Lyme Regis the storm caused 
a subsidence in the ‘public gardens. The 
volume of water running over the roads -was 
so great that on reaching the beach it carried. 
hundreds of tons of shingle into the sea. A 
hole, believed to have been caused by a 
thunderbolt, was torn in the main street. -

GLASS BROKEN BY HAILSTONES 


A thunderstorm, - led. by a cloud 
burst and hailstones weighing an ounce, broke 
over Seaton (Devon) district about 10.5@ on 
Saturday night, and lasted for twelve hours.

It lasted a quarter of an 
hour, with the result that water swept down 
from the higher levels, converting the streets 
into miniatures “rivers and doing extensive 
damage to road surfaces. in many parts of the 
borough, Cellars of houses in low-lying 
streets were also’ flooded.

THUNDER AND HEAVY RÁINS. 

Shortly before eleven o'clock last night a 
thunderstorm of some severity broke over 
Dublin, and was accompanied by vivid light- 
ning aud heavy rain. Many people who were 
returning from outlying places were caught in 
the storm, and had an unpleasant experience. 

In the early morning there had been some 
rain in the city, and during the day the 
atmosphere was oppressive. Notwithstanding 
the absence of sunshine and the heavy skies, 
thousands of people left Dublin for the day.

CATTLE KILLED IN CO. CORK. 


At four o'clock yesterday morning a severe 
thunderstorm broke over the town of Midle- 
ton, Co. Cork. Vivid lightning followed by 
terrific peals of thunder caused alarm among 
the inhabitants. Torrential rain accompanied 
the storm which lasted for half an hour. 

Cattle, sheep and horses were killed by 
lightning in some districts. 


TERRIFYING SPECTACLE IN 
TIPPERARY. 


Early vesterday morning South Tipperary 
was visited by a violent thunderstorm, which 
lasted almost four hours. Saturday night was 
overcast and sultry, and before dawn tbe sky 
ablaze with vivid lightning. At 
about four o'clock distant thunder 
was heard. As the morning advanced 

grew louder, and from five o'clock until 
half-past seven it raged with great intensity, 
peal succeeding peal every few minutes.

, The -storm-centre appeared for most of the 


time to lie along the range of the Galtees, 
amidst which the thunder rolled and echoed 
with an effect that was terrifying. 

During the storm rain fell in torrents, 
flooding and tearing up the roads. In some 
areas trees were struck by hghtning, and, it 
is stated, several catile were killed. 

An eye-witmess of the storm at Tipperary 
states that he observed the first ash at 
2 a.m., and from that hour until 4.30, 
when the first peal of thunder was heard, 
the hghtning followed in almost continuous 
flashes, twenty-five being counted within the 
space of twelve minutes. At 3 o'clock the 
whole sky was covered with a silvery haze, 
which was extremely beautiful, the bold ont- 
lines of the Galtee Mountains making a 
stryein background. The phenomenon 
The eky then became 
heavily overcast, and the silence was broken 
by the first peal of thunder. 


HOUSES FLOODED IN STRABANE. 


The weather was unusually warm in 
Strabane on Saturday until 9 p.m., when the 
worst thunderstorm that has been experi- 
enced for some years broke over the town. 
The streets were crowded with people when 
torrential rain fell, and there was a wild 
dash.for shelter. In.#ss than half-an-hour 
wate? was racitg through the streets, and 
entering the houses in low-lying parts of the 
town. Shops, as well as dwelling-houses, 
were flooded, and for some hours after the 
storm had passed the occupants were to be 
seen throwing out the water in buckets. In 
one shop the assistants and customers had to 
seek safety by standing upon a table till the 
water subsided,

TECHNICAL OFFICERS’ 
DECISION. 


NEED OF COMMERCIAL

A special congress of the Irish Agricul- 
tural and Technical Officers’ Organisation, 
held in the Technical Institute, Bolton 
street, Dublin, on Saturday, decided to 
amalgamate with the Local Government 
Officials’ Union, and passed a resolution 
demi nding representation for the Czgam- 
sation on the Commission of Inquiry into 
Technical Education. Mr. J. E. Mahony, 
of Ennis, presided.

THE COLLEGE OF SCIENCE 
ASSOCIATES. 

The Chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
said that the Congress had been specially 
brought together to consider two questions— 
namely, amalgamation with the Local Govern- 
ment Officials’ Union, and, secondly, the Com- 
mission of Inquiry into Technical Education. 
The question of amalgamation had been the 
subject of negotiations for some time, but the 
progress was slow, and it was rather difficult 
to come to any satisfactory terms, inasmuch 
as their own organisation represented interests 
which to some extent were not identical with 
those of the Local Government Officials’ 
Union. However, after several meetings, they 
had come to a decision which would e sub- 
mitted to the delegates for ratification. In 
the first place, they would have still to main- 
tain their organisation practically as it was. 
The matter had been thoroughly gone into by 
the Central Executive Committee, who were 
unanimous in recommending the amalgama- 
tion. The Committee believed that by joining 
with the other body there would be a real live 
organisation of public officials in every county. 

Dealing with the proposed Commission on 
Technical Education, he said that it was pro- 
posed to give representation on it to employers 
and trade unionists and others, but so far 
there had been no proposal to include repre- 
sentatives of the persons engaged in technical 
education. 

He drew the attention of the Congress to 
the unsatisfactory position of the associates 
of the College of Science. The College had 
been definitely abolished, and the buildings, 
staff and students handed over to the National 
University. It would appear that the asso- 
ciates were not wanted, for they were left out. 
Their position now was that they were as- 
sociates of an institution that did not exist. 
in the vears to come, when the College of 
Science had been forgotten, an associate going 
forward for a public appointment, with no 
other qualification but his associateship, would 
le looked upon as a back number, and would 
not have. a chance in competition with a 
cradvate of a modern univercty. 

ASSOCIATES’ CLAIM. 

In the past it had been generally accepted 
that assoctateship of the College of Science 
was equal to a university degree. To secure 
it a person had to go through a four years’ 
course of full work, but in future the course 
in the university would be only a three-year 
one. The work to be gone through would he 
less and the degree would be less valuable 
than that of the acsociateship of the College. 
Most universities had recognised the associate- 
ship, and it had heen recognised by that very 
exclusive body, the Institute of Chemistry in 
Great Britain and Ireland. The associates 
claimed that their rights should be safeguarded 
by the only means possible—the granting to 
each one of them of a degree of the National 
University. 

In the economy talk now so prevalent at- 
tacks were made on the technical instruction 
schemes and on the officials working them. 
A good deal of those talking about reducing 
the rates did so from ulterior motives. There 
were in the country misguided elements 
getting it into the minds of the people that if 
the rates were reduced by a fraction poverty 
would cease and prosperity commence. That 
idea was entirely erroneous, The rates paid 
by the farmer were only about three per cent. 
of his working costs. Even if he had no rates 
to pay he would still have a high cost of pro- 
duction. The rates should be kept as low 
as possible, and as much value as pos 
sible should be got out of their  ex- 
penditure, but prosperity was not to be 
achieved through that channel alone. Far 
more important tha. reduction of rates was 
agricultural development, and a better 
system of education, agricultural and tech- 
n'cal, Officials as a body were not overpaid. 
it was rather the other way about. In the 
public service they had men of ability and 
energy devoiing their lives to public work 
for what were, generally, privation, rather 
than subsistence, salaries. It was very 
seldom that they heard of a public official 
accumulating great wealth or paying a big 
price for a farm. 

After a short discussion on details, a re- 
solution approving of amalgamation with the 
local Government Officials’ Union was passed 
unanimously. 

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. 

Mr. F. McNamara, Arklow, speaking on 
the subject of the Commission on Technica! 
Education, said that the attitude of their 
organisation towards it was one of hope and 
goodwill. He went at some length into the 
case put by their deputation: before the 
Minister for Education, when requesting him 
to consider the whole position of technical 
education in the Free State. Most of the 
points put to him could be dealt with without 
inauiry by any Commission. - He hoped that 
the ultimate outcome of the inquiry would 
justify the expectations raised by the an- 
ncuncement of the intention to set up the 
Commission, and that it would get to work 
speedily. 

In the opinion of their Central Executive 
Committee there was no civil sed country in 
the world in which there was greater scope 
for technical education than there was in the 
Saorstat. ‘hey required no Commission to 
tell them that it was desirable and possible 
to feed the technical schools with suitable 
students when leaving the national schools. 
At present the technical schools could not do 
effective work because of the backward state 
of the education of many of those who came 
to them. ‘The skilled teachers in the tech- 
nical schools should, without delay, be used 
for vocational training. i 

lrish industries had declined through lack 
of technical skill and commercial knowledge. 
Because of want of technical skill and busi- 
ness methods in production and marketing, 
their agricultural products were being ousted 
from the big markets by those of other 
countries from the ends of the earth. Wher- 
ever their industries or agricultaral products 
were holding their own, it was due to the 
betier methods of production and distribution 
that followed from sound technical education. 

On the motion of Mr. A. Weldon, Cork, 
seconded by Mr. Tyndall, Kildare, a resolu- 
tion was passed demanding representation of 
the organisation on the Commission. Another 
resolution was passed to the effect that 
Associates of the College of Science should 
be awarded an equivalent degree of the 
National University: 

Mr. Davidson, Wicklow. moved a resolu- 
tion, which was accepted, instructing the 
Central Executive Committee to make repre- 
sentation to the Department with a view to 
having the rate for teaching Irish in the 
technical schools placed on the same basis 
as that for other subjects. 

Mr. Mallon, Wicklow, who seconded, said 
that the Irish teachers were in a continuous 
state of trepidation from one end of the 
year to the other.

POSTPONED. 


FERMOY EX-SERVICE. 
MEN’S DEMANDS. .

At a meetirig of ex-Service men, held in 
the Palace Hall, Fermoy, the question of 
providing sufficient housing accommodation 
for British ex-Service men in Fermoy was 
discussed. Captain W. J. Maguire, solicitor, 
who presided, welcomed Messrs. Daly and 
Noonan, T.D.’s, te the meeting. The Chair- 
man read correspondence which he had re 
ceived from the Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land 
Trust, who stated in their last communica- 
tion that the scheme was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

It was decided that the Secretary should 
communicate’ with. Lieutenant-Commander 
Kenworthy, M.P., requesting him to put the 
case for the Fermoy ex-Service men before the 
proper authorities, and, if necessary, to askra 
question in the House of Commons why the 
housing scheme sanctioned for Fermoy was 
held in abeyance, also that Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Kenworthy be requested to interview 
the Right Hon. L. S. Amery, Colonial Secre- 
tarv, in connection with the matter. 

The Chairman said that he would again 
communicate with the Irish trustees of the 
fund. 

FERMOY 'S CLAIM. 

Mr. Noonan said that he had visited the 
Housing Department on several occasions. 
He told the officials in Dublin the position 
in which the Fermoy ex-Service men were 
placed, and urged on them the fact that they 
had a greater claim to the erection of decent 
houses than other towns in the county. He 
promised, with the assistance of Mr. John 
Daly. that they would do all in their power to 
see that justice would be done to the Fermoy 
ex-Service men. 

Mr. Daly said that he, with Mr. Noonan, 
had visited the offices of the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust, and they pointed out 
to the officials the unreasonableness of the 
attitude which the Trust was adopting 
towards Fermoy. He hoped to again re- 
open the matter next week. He advised those 
orm to get in touch with Commander 
tenworthy, M.P., who, he was sure, would 
not fail to place the facts in the right quarter.

THE BELGIAN EXAMPLE, 

M. Briand declared that the Government 's 
Bill was inspired by the plan of the financial 
experts, and addea that this plan must be 
adopted in the next forty-eight hours. 

In depriving itself of its prerogatives, he 
said, Parliament would increase its reputation 
in the eves of the country. In Belgium all 
the political parties had agreed to say to the 
Government: ‘“‘Go ahead and save the 
country.” 

M. Briand concluded his speech in low 
tones, turning towards M. Herriot and saying 
“If you believe that the Prime Minister has 
made a mistake, tell him so; he will then 
rejoin the ranks of private members without 
complaining, and will devote himself with all 
his power to assist the Government of the 
dav.'' 

The Prime Minister sat down amid cheers 
from the Centre, and various benches on the 
Right and Left. 

SOCIALIST OPPOSITION. 

M. Renaudei, speaking on behalf of the 
Socialists, said that they refused the Govern- 
ment the powers which it demanded. The 
Government's policy of foreign loans would 
place the country at the mercy of inter- 
national bankers. The Socialists considered 
that the country could work out its ewn 
salvation without foreign aid. ' 
M. CAILLAUX BASKS THE EXPERTS. 

The Chamber then voted the closure of the 
general discussion, and M. Caillaux mounted 
the tribune. 

M. Caillaux said: ' The Government's plan 
is similar to the plan of the experts, and it 
is not my fault if thé experts happen to be 
competent, and have reached conclusions 
which have been crystaliising dtring 
the past vear, either in Parliament or in 
public opinion, The experts’ scheme is only 
one which can pull France out of her embar- 
rassment. 

M. Caillaux defied anyone to produce any 
alternative to the experts’ plan except capital 
levy. 

“ When I get to work I may depatt from 
the experts’ recommendations in matters of 
detail, but my policy is based on their plan. 
There is no other solution. The choice hes 
between a capital levy and stabilisation, by 
means of foreign credits, or by using our 
gold reserve.”’ 

' GOVERNMENT DEFEATED. 

When the division was taken, the Govern- 

ment was defeated by 288 votes to 24. 
AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 

The vote in the Chamber against the Go- 
vernment was made up as follows :— 

Twenty-eight Communists ; 96 Socialists ; 16 
Republican Socialists; 48 Radical Socialists ; 
7 Radicals; 1 Democrat ; 60 Republican Union 
Democrats; 6 Left Republican Democrats, 
and 26 Independents. There were twenty 
abstentions, while twenty other deputies 
were absent from the Chamber. 

The Centre supported the Ministry. Im- 
mediately after the division M. Briand and 
his colleagues retired to the Cabinet room 
to draw @p their formal resignation, which 
was presented.

FROST AND PESTS ATTACK 
BUSH AND TREE. 


Reporting on the mid-July fruit crop, the 
Free State Department of Lands and Agricul- 
ture states that for a third year in succession 
the severity of the spring weather at setting 
time, in conjanction with the usual attacks 
by insect and fungoid pests, where winter 
spraying had not been efficiently performed, 
has completely destroyed the chance of 
average yields of fruit being obtained this 
season, 

The following particulars have been sup 
plied by overs in the different counties of 
the Free State and by the horticultural and 
agricultural instructors in each -county :— 

BUSH AND SMALL FRUITS. 

Gooseberries have turned out rather uneven. 
Yields range from average to very good; the 
berries in some counties are stated to be large 
and of good quality; in other counties the 
crop is described as poor owing to the severe 
attack of saw-fly last year. Owing to the 
failure of rnubarb, demand was firm for green 
gooseberries, both for stewing and jam- 
making purposes. 

Strawberries.—Early varieties suffered most 
from frost; late varieties cropped better, but 
the fruit did not ripen till fully a fortnight 
after the usual time. The warm weather of 
late June and early July improved the quality 
of the berries. Some growers on a large scale 
had a very disappointing season, and in some 
counties yields were considerably below 
average. 

Raspberries and Currants.—Raspberries in 
many districts were cut back by the frost. 
Reports as to yields vary from bad to average 
anu even very good. Red and white currants 
are stated to be generally under average, 
though the quality of the fruit appears satis- 
factory. Black currant bushes are carrying 
light yields. Green-fly, in some counties, 
caused much of. the fruit to drop off. Some 
growers complain that they never had so bad 
a crop. 

_ Loganberries.—Bushes are invariably carry- 

ing excellent yields; the fruit at mid-July 

was just approaching the ripe stage, and the 

berries weré beginning to aslowr satisfactorily. 
TREE FRUITS. 

Apples.—Karly varieties suffered most; late 
varieties are carrying a fair crop. 

_Pears.—Trees against walls in sheltered 
situations are carrying some fruit; in other 
situations vields are very poor. 

Piums.—Yields generally are much under 
average. 

Cherries and other Fruits.—Cherries are a 
very small crop. In some counties Morellos 
are from 1 ir to good; in other counties, the 
variety May Duke is rted to be carrying 
good crops on walls, Peaches on walls are 
stated to be excellent. Mediars, apricots, figs 
and quinces are also reported to be good. 

Priees.—Gooseberries in most counties sold 
at from 4d. to 6d. per Ib., and strawberries 
from 1s. to <r. per tb. 

In conclusion, _the report refers to the

PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. 


MEDICAL MEN TO HOLD 
AN INQUIRY, 


QUESTION OF APPEALS. 


-“ 


An investigation into psycho-analysis is to 
be made by the British Medical Association. 

In moving a resolution to this effect, at 
the annual conference of the Association at 
Nottingham last Saturday, Dr. Parry (Hove) 
said that professors entertained divergent 
views, He was one of those who thought 
that nothing but harm could come from the 
subject, but many held contrary views. 

Dr. Gordon (Bath) said that in a few 
years the abuses of psycho-analysis would 
fall into the limbo of things forgotten and 
condemned, alike by the public and the 
medical profession. 

Dr. T. R. Hawthorne (London), Vice- 
Chairman of the Council, said that it had 
been suggested that there were such criminal 
‘practices connected with psycho-analysis that 
the Association should pronounce its general 
condemnation upon it. It was not for the 
Association to take upon itself the functions 
of the police. 

HOSPITAL WORK. 

The conference agreed that in all cases of 
accident where medical attention was given 
at a voluntary hospital, and such attention 
was covered directly or indirectly by imsur- 
ance, the hospital authorities should recover 
from the insurance company the full cost of 
maintenance and treatment. 

A proposal by Dr. McAdam Eccles, the 
Chairman of the Hospitals Committee, was 
carried, that case sheets and records of cases 
should remain in the custody of the hospitals, 
and that they must be regarded as con- 
fidential documents, and access to them 
allowed solely to members of the visiting staff 
of the hospitals. 

The importance of the proposal, said Dr. 
Eccles, was that its object was to make 
existent exactly the same relations between 
the medical staff of a hospital and the patient 
as between medical practitioners and private 


patients.

APPEALS. 

The question of appeals from decisions of 
the General Medical Council was discussed at 
considerable length. 

Au amendment to the report of the 
Ethical Committee was brought forward from 
Hastings, stating “that, in the opinion of 
the representative body, if and when the 
status, constitation, and disciplinary powers 
of the General Medical Counsil. came under 
consideration for amendment the Council 
should take all possible steps to have pro- 
vided the opportunity for an appeal being 
made to the Courts from any disciplinary 
decision of the General Medical Council.”’ 

Dr. Morse (Bournemouth) moved another 
amendment :—' That the Council of the 
Association be instructed to take the 
necessary steps for securing such amendmeut 
of the Medical Acts as shall provide for a 
right of appeal from the decisions of the 
General Medical Council (say, for example, 
fo the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council sitting with medical assessors) when 
euch body acts in a judicial capacity in cases 
of alleged conduct infamous in a professional 
respect.” 
BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 

There was a general desire to. take part .n 
the controversy. When it had gone on for 
some time, the Chairman (Dr. Brackenbury) 
said that requests had been made that the 
methods which the General Council adopted 
in these cases should be made known to the 
representative body by those who thoroughly 
understood the course adopted by the General 
Council, 

At the request of the Chairman the Press 
representatives retired, and the information 
asked for was given to the meeting in private. 

Afterwards a report was supplied to. the 
Press of the speeches which had been made. 
It was reported that Sir Jenner Verral, a 
member of the General Medical Council, had 
said that if a Court of Appeal was estab- 
lished, at least one inedical man should be on 
the Appeal Tribunal, The men who com- 
posed the General Council knew from the 
inside the difficulties and troubles of the 
ordinary medical practitioner and were 
capable of deciding on the facts. It would 
be exceedingly unwise, dangerous and un- 
fortunate if the question at issue was. left 
entirely in the hands of a single judge, or of 
a purely judicial body. 

Dr. J. H. Macdonald (General Council) 
contended that they should be very carefal 
before they-aliered the position of the General 
Medical Council. He was sure the profession 
was safer in the hands of a hody of men 
who knew the conditions of life of the medical 
practitioners rather than in the hands of a 
judicial body. 


IF LABOUR HAD POWER. 


MR. T. JOHNSON’S PICTURE. 


Addressing a Labour meeting at Tipperary 
yesterday, Mr. T. Johnson, T.D., said that it 
was one of a series to be held throughout the 
country to prepare the people for a general 
election. 

‘We have an idea that it is necessary for 
the life of the people of this country that a 
change of Government shonld take place. We 
have a belief that it will be a calamity if the 
present Government and Government Party 
are returned to power at the next general 
election; and we furthermore believe that 
whatever Government is returned to power 
must be a Government controlled by Labour 
ideals and acting under the whip of a Labour 
Party. 

“At the Dail election in 1922 seventeen 
Labour members were returned. At the sub- 
sequent election fourteen Labour members 
were elected. Since then the workers of the 
country have been suffering from the results 
of that election. The Labour Party now num- 
bered fifteen, one further member being re- 
turned at a by-election. 

" Supopsing our numbers had been thirty or 
forty more instead of fifteen, what a difference 
it would have meant for the workers of the 
country in their daily lives, in the wages they 
received, in the amount of money they paid 
for the necessities of life, and in many other 
ways. The Local Government Department 
would not have dared to instruct County 
Councils that they must reduce wages, 
and so set an example to the private em- 
ployers to do Jikewise. There would not 
have been any stoppage or restrictions of 
the unemployment insurance. We would not 
have had the alteration in the Rents Restric- 
tions Bill, which gives power, after a certain 
period, to every house-owner in the“country 
to charge in times of house-famine any 
amount which he could screw out of his 
tenant. 

“If there had been thirty instead of 
fifteen Labour members in the Dail we would 
have forced the Government to make a real 
effort to relieve unemployment and to take 
that verv serious problem with some sym- 
pathy, with some insight into the needs of 
the people. 

‘We would have put into operation a 
general scheme of drainage, and a much more 
generous scheme of house-building, and have 
set on foot a real national road-making 
scheme. We would have dealt with deliberate 
purpose and plan with the problem of 
profiteering, and would have put into opera- 
tion a resolute scheme for the purpose of 
developing and strengthening [Irish indus- 
tries. Most important of all, we would have 
initiated and put into operation a scheme 
which would have breught under tillage the 
waste lands of the country.”’ 


DIVORCE CASE SEQUEL. 


DEATH BY GAS POISONING. 

David Henry Rees (52), who was co- 
respondent in a divorce suit, heard in London 
on Friday, in which damages to the amount 
of £350 were given against him, was found 
dead by his wife on the same night, with his 
head in a gas oven. 

Rees, who was a well-known resident of 
Barry, was manager for a large firm of 
timber importers. 

During the hearing of the divorce suit it 
was shown that he had been “best man’”’ 
at the wedding of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Lewis. Afterwards, while Lewis was at sea. 
he and Mrs. Lewis visited Bournemouth, 
where they were known as Mr. and Mrs 
Rees. : 

On Friday evening Mrs. Rees and her 
son went out, and on their return between 
11 o'clock and midnight they found Rees 
with his head in the gas oven in the scullery 
and all the jets turned on. Two doctors 
tried artificial respiration, but it was found 
that he was dead.

THE DISQUALIFIED MEN. 

After a meeting of the Bisley Committee 
on Saturday afternoon, the following official 
statement was issued by Major Hedges, on 
behalf of the National Rifle Association :— 

“With reference to the decision of the 
Committee in the case of Lieutenant C, Med- 
land and Armourer Staff-Sergeant Uglow, it 
having now been made clear that the rifle re- 
ferred to was used by Lieutenant Mediand on 
July 12, and the Committee being of opimon 
that both Mr. Uglow and Lieutenant Medland 
are guilty of discreditable conduct in bringing 
to Bisley such rifles with the intention o 
using them at the meeting, it. was resolved 
that disqualification in both cases is to date 
from the first day of the Bisley meeting:”’ 

This decision deprives Lieutenant Medland 
of both the Daily Telegraph and the Donegal 
Challenge Cups. 

Lieutenant Medland, in the course of a 
statement on the subject, said that the mnfle 
to which objection has been taken was bought 
by him three weeks before the meeting from 
a gunsmith in Devon. He brought it, with 
two other rifles, to Bisley. He added that 
he did not use the cut-down rifle in any com- 
petition until he shot at the 600 yards in the 
“ King's ” on Friday, and he was pulled u 
after he had finished his shot. “I wish,’ 
he said, “ that I had not used it. I made a 
rotten shot with it, including several inners.’’ 
He went on to say that he did not realise 
that the rifle was cut down, and that he 
bought it because the wood was long 
seasoned. ‘‘ As all marksmen know,” he ob- 
served, ‘‘old wood in a rifle is better than 
new. I never saw the rifle stripped until I 
saw it stripped before me in the Council 
chamber.” He declared that he shot in the 
Daily Telegraph tie shoot and in the Donegal 
Cup Competition with an ordinary service 
rifle, and that he was previously told by the 
Committee that he was entitled to the prizes 
he had won up to Friday. 

Armourer Staff-Sergeant Uglow on Satur- 
day said that he did not think that he had 
acted in a wrongful manner. He pointed 
out that the “ packing ’’ of the rifle was 
freely done, in order to prevent vibration of 
the barrel. He considered that his own 
rife was no more outside the scope of the 
regulations than “ packed ” guns are.

(Continued from Page 5, Column 4. - 
registration of designs and trade marks in 
Saorsat Eireann during the period between 
the 6th day of December, 1921, and the 
commencement uí the Act. Section 11, Sub- 
section (6), recognises informal applications 
for protection made during this period, and 
provides that, if the application be formally 
made within six months after the commence- 
ment of the Act, the latter application shall 
be deemed to be dated as of the date of the 
informal application. There are about 8, 
informal applications. 

“Section 28 ~# provides that 
patents granted during this period 
shall be extended to Saorstat Eireann, 
subject only to investigation whether the 
‘informal applications’ are prior in date. 
British patents are, it is stated, granted at 
the rate of about 16,000 a year; the work 
of comparison with ‘* informed applications” 
would, therefore, be enormous. 

After a paragraph referring to patents 
granted in other Convention countries, the 
report proceeds :— : 

“ It is, therefore, proposed to extend to 
Saorstat Eireann all British patents granted 
during the period, in like manner as pre- 
Treaty British patents are so extended by 
Section 27, but subject to. revocation by any 
‘informal applicant’ or by any person who 
has obtained a patentyin a Convention 
country during the period, on the ground that 
the date of the application of the ‘ informal 
applicant’ or of the aplication in the Con- 
vention country was prior to the date of the 
application in London, 

“It is estimated that only about 5 per cent. 
of informal applicants and of persons who 
have obtained patents in Convention countries 
during the period have not taken out patents 
for their inventions in London, and that, 
consequentiy, there will be few revocations 
on the ground mentioned.”’

URGENT NEED OF LEGISLA- 

TION. 

Captain G. Drury Coleman, General Secre- 
tary of the Institute of Patentees (Incor- 
porated), London, in an interview last Satur- 
day said: ‘‘ There is no protection of any 
kind in the Irish Free State for British 
patentees under the internationa! agreement, 
and their position at the present time is un- 
doubtedly a very hazardous one. At the 
same time I believe that the matter will 
eventually be put right, and that a bill will 
be passed by the Free State Government 
giving the owners of British patents the same 
rights that they have hitherto enjoyed. In 
the meantime it would seem that the British 
inventor is in danger of being penalised and 
has no redress 

‘‘ If the judgment of Mr. Justice Meredith 
were allowed to stand as it is and legislation 
is not expedited, it would be an appalling 
state of affairs for British manufactures and 
decrease the value of a patent to an inventor. 
Tho amount of injury would obviously depend 
on the extent to which the Irish mannfac- 
turer took advantage of the situation. As 
the whole question is in such an unsettled 
condition I do not think many manufacturers 
would be likely to ran the risk of infringing 
British patents, as the powers contained in 
the promised bill might be made retrospec- 
tive,” 

Captain Coleman added that he should 
report the matter to the Council of his Insti- 
tute and they would consider what action, if 
any, should be taken. ‘ was obvious, he 
said, th:t the matter could not be allowed to 
rest where it stood. The treuble did not 
affect the North of Ireland, which cames 
under the British Patent Office.

A VERY FREE STATE. 

The London Star had the following com- 
ment, under the heading “A Very Free 
State,” last Saturday :— 

““ Poaching has always been understood to 
be a popular pastime in Ireland. If yester- 
day’s judgment in the Dublin High Court is 
allowed to stand then [reland will be free to 
poach to its heart’s content among British 
patent rights. Mr. Justice Meredith has 
decided that under the Free State Constitu- 
tion these rights are not provided for; and 
thus are no longer valid in Ireland. The 
decision may be good law, but it is certainly 
poor policy, and the average person may be 
forgiven if he c n-iders it at variance with 
ordinary honesty. We cannot think that the 
Free State Government will be ready to ride 
off on such a legal technicality and ignore 
observances to which even countries entirely 
independent cf each other conform. Ireland 
in her own interests cannot allow h-rself to 
be made into a kind of Aisatia outside normal 
international conventions.”’

He 
appealed to the leaders and the thoughtful 
men in each community—Hindu and 
Moslem—to throw themselves whole- 
heartedly into the fight for toleration. 
What India needed to-day in all: religions 
was a change of soul

VICEROY’S SPEECH. 


APPEAL TO LEADERS. 
SIMLA, Sunday. 

Speaking at a dinner given by the Chelms- 
ford Club this evening, at which representa- 
tive Hindus and Moslems from the provinces 
were present, the Viceroy (Lord Irwin) 
referred to the Communal unrest, and said 
that he had no over-confident presumption that 
it was within his power to find a sovereign 
remedy; but at the moment a duty was laid 
on everyone to seek a way through the pre- 
sent troubles. 

There were two misconceptions regarding 
the attitude of the Government—an_ implica 
tion that outbreaks of that character afforded 
them some degree of satisfaction. and, 
secondly, that they were content to play the 
part of an indifferent spectator, and were not 
doing their best to check them. With regard 
to the first, for the success of our policy, for 
the credit of British statesmanship, we were 
bound to do, and had done, everything in 
our power to promote a better understand- 
ing.. As regarded the second point, it 
was hardly necessary to contradict some- 
thing which was in palpable conflict with 
the facts of everyday life in India, The 
Government, through the Governors and local 
Governments, did all that was possible to 
calm excited feelings, and intervened firmly 
and impartially wherever a clash occurred, 

In the many measures which were necessary 
the Government were careful to act with 
strict impartiality, and were entitled to resent 
the suggestion that they favoured the interests 
of either party. 

Blame had been attached in some quarters 
to communal representation as being & cause 
of irritation, and it had been suggested that 
the Government might be induced by pressure 
from one side or the other to modify or extend 
those special privileges. There was no inten- 
tion of curtailing or extending the present 
scope of those special statutory arrangements. 

He had anxiously weighed the possibilities 
of convening an All-India Conference to con- 
sider the present situation, with a view to 
effecting an improvement, but there was much 
to be done before they could reach that 
happier state, for a conference with stich an 
object in view had been held in 1924, but 
without result. It failed because it was not 
preceded by any adequate change of heart and 
feeling throughout the communities which 
were represented. The conclusion was almost 
irresistible that the reason of its failure 
was that the two communities did not 
bring themselves to judge of the matters in 
dispute with toleration and restraint, 

The first work to be done was by the 
laeders of each individual community within 
their own ranks. Upon them rested the 
responsibility for the first vital step, and on 
reflection they would see that the interests 
of their own community and the future of 
their couitry demanded it.. Let the leaders 
and the thoughtful men in each community, 
Hindu and Moslem, throw themselves with 
abandon into the new form of communal 
work, the fight for toleration. The task 
was not beyond their powers. A really 
sincere and sustained appeal by them to the 
rank-and-file of their co-religionists would not 
pass onheeded. Let them begin to work un- 
tiringly towards that end, boldly to repu- 
diate feelings of hatred and intolerance, 
actively to condemn and suppress acts of 
violence and aggression, earnestly to strive 
to exorcise suspicion and misapprehensions, 
and so to create a new atmosphere of trust. 

Communal unrest was eating into the 
national life as a canker. He appealed in 
the name of religion, because it was the 
language of the soul, and it was a change of 
soul that India needed to-day in all religion.

TRIBUTE BY DR. MCNEILE. 

Before beginning his sermon at the morning 
Service in St. Patrick's Cathedral, Dublin, 
yesterday, the Rev. A. H.. McNeile, D.D., 
Chancellor, made a brief reference to the 
life and work of the late Dr. Charles Wood, 
Professor of Music, who died at Cambridge 
on Monday oí last week. The anthem, “I 
will arise,’ which was sung, is one of the 
late Dr. Wocds’s compositions. Others of 
his musical works were included in the 
Service. 

The Rev. A. H. MeNeile said: Before I 
begin I must record the serious loss which 
has been sustained by the world of music, 
and, in particalar, of Church music, by the 
death of Charles Wood last Monday. He :s 
a good example of the way in which real 
power will make itself felt. He was a choir- 
boy in Armagh Cathedral, where his father 
also sang as lay-vicar. At the age of only 
sixteen he won a foundation scholarship at 
the Reyal College of Music. He became 
organist at Gonville and Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, and was awarded a Fellowship there 
solely for his music, which is rare, if not 
unique. And he ended by heing Professor of 
Music in the University of Cambridge. It 
was natural power, aided by very hard work. 

Specimens of his music are the beautiful 
anthem which has just been sung, and the 
Others 
are the anthem that was sung here twice 
during Lent. ‘Glory, laud and honour,” 
which, I believe, made a great impression on 
thes: who heard it, and his setting of the 
Story of the Passion according to St. Mark. 

He was a modest man, as the greatest men 
are, and in his music strong and sincere. [t 
was impossible for him to write anything 
merely sentimental cr weak in order to appeal 
to popular taste; but it was dignified and 
devout, and such that it is appreciated most 
by the trained musician. 

Of no one is it more true than of a master 
of music that “he being dead vet speaketh ”’; 
and we thank God for the help that he has 
giveu us, and will vet give, in our worship.

Scotsman’s Costly Bottle of Whiskey.—

Dublin Man in Motor Collision.—A serious 
collision took place between two motor cars 
at Preben, near Derry, on last Friday even- 
ing.

Northern Unemployment. — During the 
week ended 12th July the total number of 
unemployed in Northern Ireland was 71,745, 
an increase cn the previous week of 12,281. 
This is made up of 47,674 wholly out of 
work, 21,038 temporarily stopped work, and 
5.053 casual workers. The igures include 
11,500 workers temporarily suspended on 
account of extended July holidays. 

Cattle Thief Sentenced.—At Downpatrick 
Assizes William Graham, Ballymoney, Ban- 
bridge, was sentenced to four months’ 
imprisonment for stealing three head of 
cattle, the property of a neighbour, David 
Woods. A true bill had been found at 
Newry Quarter Sessions and the case tried at 
last Assizes, when the jury disagreed. 

Rescue From Drowning. — Christopher 
McDowell, of Hill street, Lurgan, who was 
on a visit to Warrenpoint, got into difficulties 
while swimming in the deep end of the muni- 
cipal baths, and had gone under the water 
when Mr. Vincent Crawford, Town Clerk of 
Warrenpoint, without divesting himself of 
any clothing, dived in and in a short time 
he had McDowell safely out of the water.
